The Chicago Company to Kansas. 

Chicago, June 30.—The papers of this city 
have been furnished with fill and reliable re- 
ports of the disarming of the company of Chi- 
cago emigrants to Kansas. The statements 
contradict, in some particulars, the accounts 
sent from St. Louis. 

The company was set ashore on Saturday 
evening, four miles below Alton, the Captain 
refusing to land at Alton, 

A company from Worcester, Massachusetts, 
arrived here to-day, bound for Kansas. The 
Chicago company will again leave for the Ter- 
ritory, by way of Iowa. They are to start im- 
mediately. 


Kansas Items. 

Chicago, July 1.—We learn from Alton that 
the Kansas emigrants from this city, recently 
driven from ]eavenworth, will proceed to their 
original destination, via Iowa. The Worcester 
(Massachusetts) company arrived here to-day, 
en route for Kansas. Forty-four Worcester 
men were disarmed on the steamer Sultan, near 
Lexington, by two hundred Southerners, in a 
manner similar to the disarming of the Chicago 
party. Sixty Sharpe’s rifles were taken, and 
the eompany were detained prisoners. It is 
reported that a company from Ottawa, Lllinois, 
had been treated similarly. ‘The Missouri river 
towns are determined not to allow Northern 
emigrants to enter Kansas. A letter to the St
